The  senior  play  for  the  year  of  1938  was  the  Broadway  success  "First  Lady.''  written  by 
Kathrine  Dayton  and  George  Kaufman.  The  play  was  selected  by  the  Senior  Play  Committee, 
consisting  of  Sue  Carr.  chairman.  Joe  Longstreth,  Bill  Tillson.  and  Marcia  Corrigan,  because 
"First   Lady"    was   something   completely    different    from    the  senior   plays   of   past   seasons. 

The  play  is  a  brilliant  comedy  revolving  around  Washington  political  society.  The  lead- 
ing character  is  Lucy  Chase  Wayne,  granddaughter  of  a  past  United  States  president  and  wife 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  She  is  the  social  arbiter  of  Washington  and  much  of  the  time  the 
so-called  "power  behind  the  throne."  The  rivalry  between  Lucy  and  Irene  Hibberd.  the  suave 
and  unscrupulous  wife  of  the  Supreme  Court  Judge,  provides  the  main  plot  of  the  play.  The 
characters  are.  in  reality,  the  personification  of  the  distinct  types  of  people  found  in  the  nation's 
capital.

In  193  3.  Mr.  McNaughton  suggested  to  the  Girls'  Booster  Club  the  idea  of 
an  organized  cheering  section  at  the  basketball  games.  The  plan  met  with  in- 
stant enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  club.
